Split Appears In GOP Ranks On Extremism 


SAN* FRANCISCO (CPI) — 
The party unity that Republican 
leaders urged in the closing 
sessions of the COP National 
Convention apeared today to 
have been weakened by the re­ 
action to presidential nominee 
Barry Goldwater’s reference to 
extremism in his acceptance 
speech. 
The issue which divided the 


pro and anti-Goldwater forces 
luring .he pre-nomination cam­ 
paign erupted anew yesterday 
with New' York Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller and other Republi­ 
can leaders challenging Gold­ 
water’s views. 
Rockefeller's blast was issued 
by his headquarters here and 
the statement called the Ari­ 
zona senator’s stand “ danger- 


ou~ irresponsible and frighten­ 
ing.’ 


He 
referred 
specifically 
to 
Coldwater’*' 
w i l d l y cheered 
statement Thursday night in his 
acceptance 
speech 
that 
‘’ex­ 
tremism in the defense of lib­ 
erty is not a vice. Moderation 
in pursuit of justice is not a vir­ 
tue." 


The statement was in marked 


contrast 
to Rockefeller’s own 
’oudly booed statement to the 
convention Tuesday night when 
he 'aid: 
It is essential that 
this convention repudiate here 
and now any doctrinaire, mili­ 
tant minority, whether Commu­ 
nist. Rn Flux Klan or Bircher, 
which would subvert this party 
to purposes alien to the very 
basic tenets which gave this 
party birth.” 


The 
convention then 
voted 
down two attempts to insert 
stronger inti-extremist planks 
in the Matform. 
Rockefeller's latest 
outburst 
came as he was leaving the 
city to vacation in Wyoming. 
“To extol extremism—Wheth­ 
er ‘in defense of liberty’ or ‘in 
pursuit of justice’—is dangerous 
irresponsible and freightening,” 
he said. 


"Any sanction of lawlessness 
of the vigilantes, and of th* un 
rule mob can only be deplored.” 


The governor added that ‘‘I 
regret that my reaction to Sena­ 
tor Goldwater’s very first pub­ 
lic statement as the Republican 
standard bearer must be one of 
amazement and shock.’ ’ 


Yet he indicated he would not 
bolt the party on account of it, 


concluding ‘ I shall continue to 
fight extremism within the Re­ 
publican party. It has no place 
in the party. It has no place in 
America.”

brief rest in Phoenix, retorted 
bluntly 
to 
Rockefeller's 
re­ 
marks. He called on rockefeller 
to write his* definition of ex­ 
tremism.

Mrs. Katharina McRoy, 29, 
German - born wife of Cpl. Ver­ 
non McRoy, 26, has lived at 2423 
Bloomsdale Road, Bloomsdale 
Gardens, for the past two years. 
Married five years, the couple 
has no children. 


Shooting Spree 


The U.S. Eighth Army today 
identified McRoy as the soldier 
who went on a shooting spree 
at Camp Casey barracks in 
Seoul, Korea, Thursday, killing 
one man and wounding three 
others before being killed him­ 
self. 


Mrs. McRoy, the former Ka­ 
tharina Eichbaldt of Kaiserlau- 
tern, Germany, met her hus­ 
band when he was stationed at 
Mannheim, Germany. 
T h e y 
lived in Omaha, Neb , after 
McRoy left Germany. 


Mrs. 
McRoy said she 
was 
awakened at 6 a.m. Thursday 
when she received a telegram 
from the Secretary of the Army, 
informing 
her 
of 
her 
hus­ 
band’s death. 


The telegram said McRoy died 
in Korea on July 16 as “ t h e 
result of gunshot wounds incur­ 
red during an altercation with 
military police and a military 
guard.” 


The soldier McRoy killed was 
identified as Sgt. 
1-C 
Gilbert 
Schnits*ki, 31, Mazie, Okla.

Reports said Sehnitzki and two 
others, presumably Belton and 
Moore, arrived at McRoy’s bar­ 
racks at Camp Cas*ey to in­ 
vestigate McRoy’s ‘‘disorderly 
conduct.” 


Army spokesmen said McRoy 
opened fire with his M-14 rifle 
before the men could get out of 
their jeep. Schnitski was killed 
instantly.

Marauding gangs of Negro 
youths beat and robbed white 
male passengers in two separ­ 
ate New York subway incidents 
and then fled into the city’s 
crowds before police arrived. 


One 
of 
the 
victims, 
Wil­ 
liam 
Greene, 
51 was pulled 
from his subway seat by about 
25 
Negroes, 
pummeled 
a n d 
stamped into submission, a n d 
robbed 
of 
$100 and 
an 
$85 
watch. 
About 
15 other 
pas 
sengers 
watched 
helplessly, 
afraid to interfere. 


In the other incident, Julian 
Lalrwski, 42, was punched and 
kicked by Negro youths who 
rifled his pockets and escaped 
with $20. 


At St. Augustine, a group of 
whites attacked four Negroes 
trying to enter a restaurant and 
chased them away. Three of 
the Negroes escaped, but one 
was caught by the whites and 
beaten so badly he was hospit­ 
alized. Later, roving hoodlums 
overturned the car of a Negro 
nurse on duty in a hospital. 


It was the first racial vio­ 
lence in the nation’s oldest city 
which 
has

truce while a biracial commit­ 
tee worked on the city’s racial 
problems. Negro leader Martin 
Luther King Jr. warned Friday, 
however, that racial demonstra­ 
tions might be resumed if St.
